WELFARE AIDS 
65 CHILDREN IN 
COFFEE COUNTY 


At the end of March the Gof- 
fee County Department of Pen- 
sions and Security was giving 
Social service to 65 children in 
45 families, 
ceiving 


who were not re- 
financial payments 
from the agency, Mrs. Grace 
M, Ebert, Director, said today 
in point up this important 
phase of department operation, 


“The Department of Pens- 
fons and Security is the big- 
pest social welfare agency in 
the county,” she declared, and 
social service is piven to many 
persons who are not in econo- 
mic need, as well as to those 
who seek aid or pensions.” 


Explaining further what is 
meant by service, Mrs. Ebert 
said it ranged from work with 
children in adoption homes 
and institutions to family 
counseling and helping parents 
develop an understanding of 
disturbed or delinquent chil- 
dren, 


Of the cases served in March 
14 children were in adoptive 
homes. The county department 
according to the director, is re- 
sponsible, for continuing this 
Supervision and for reporting 
to the courts to be sure the ad- 
justment. is satisfactory prior 
to the issuance of a final de- 
cree 


Another 25 children were in 
their own homes, Mrs, Ebert 
said, Some of them, might have 
been termed “pre-delinquent”, 
they had been in difficulty at 
school, had run away, or had 
been referred to Juvenile 
courts, The child welfare work- 
er was helping them and their 
parents to iron out their pro- 
blems and to prevent actyal 
conflict with the law. 14 chil- 
dren being sérved were ‘in Ye- 
lated homes and 2 in free un- 
related homes, 

10 In Institutions 

The next largest group of 
children served were the more 
than 10 in child-caring insti- 
tutions, the Director pointed 
out. County workers have a 
wide range of responsibilities 
in this area, Their job is to re- 
cognize, for instance, that the 
four family children, whose 
mother has tuberculosis and 
whose father is in Kilby, could 
not accept placement in a fos- 
ter home. The county depart- 
ment must work with the chil- 
dren before institution place- 
ment, explain their needs to 
the institutions, keep in touch 
with them while in institut- 
ional care, and be alert to the 
chance for them to return to 
their community when _ rela- 
tives can take them or their 
own home can be re-establish- 
ed.

Roger Smith, on the other 
hand, did many odd jobs around 
‘this neighborhood and worked 
part-time at all sorts of jobs 
while getting a medical degree, 
Most of the early jobs were not 
related but depended upon cir- 
cumstances and accidents, After 
getting his degree, Roger be- 
fame a doctor in a small com- 
munity; but after a serious ill- 
ziess, he became a doctor at a 
university health service and la- 
ter director, Not too many years 
passed before he became direc- 
dor of research fora national 
drug firm, What will he do 
next?

Vocational guidance begins 
with a child’s many experiences 
and decisions while he is still in 
;school, It can eventually influ-

| work, Vocational guidance can 
jalso follow and assist in his 


|progress once he is employed, | 


jbut it is most important in his 
|student life, 

| In order to. see more clearly 
|just how complex adequate vo- 
cational guidance really is, par- 
jents might like to look at one 


jthat this is just one example— 
and each child's planning is us- 
ually quite different, 

An organized program of vo- 
cational guidance provides a 
counselor with special skills who 
jcould talk over the student's! 
jents, These discussions occurred 
jmany times during the high 
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terests, abilities, aptitudes, and 
j achievements were checked with 
|tests of various kinds, 

Records of school achieve- 
ment, as well as other in-school 
and out-of-school activities were 
kept from year to year. 

An up-to-date collection of 

materials provided the student 
with all types of information re- 
farding vocational schools, col- 
leges, occupations, the armed 
/services, school adjustment, ete, 
He was exposed to many 
|{ypes of educational and occu- 
| pational information through his 
}regular classes, assemblies, home 
room, career days, college nights, 
the school paper, and other 
|group activities, 
} In finding an appropriate col. 
|lege, he was assisted by receiv- 
jing information, filling out ap- 
[plication blanks, locating a 
‘scholarship, and other such ac- 
| tivities. If he had decided to 
|find a job or go into the armed 
services, he would have found 
an equal amount of assistance 
provided through the yocational 
guidance program, 

In addition, while still in 
school and after leaving school, 
this ‘individual was contacted
